TABOR COMMUNITY ENTERTAINED 
BY (M A N S ANO GIVEN PRIZES 


A teacher of this county who has 
two college degrees figures that he 
is getting $8.75 for each day’s work, 
while brick masons in Houston are 
getting $14 per day and plasterers, 
who have been getting $12 per day, 
have struck for $13. 
In view of thi- 
comparison, can anyone point out 
the incentive a young might have 
for spending four to six years in col­ 
lege in preparation for higher things 
in life 
It is not the purpose of 
this editorial to decry the high wages 
paid to artisans, let the law of sup­ 
ply and demand take care of that— 
but it is our purpose to say a word 
for the most im portant of all busi­ 
nesses—the 
business of educating 
the young— which though vitally im­ 
portant, is not in a position to secure 
just dues for its workers by ordinary 
means. 
Let us not deceive ourselves into 
believing that we are getting our 
children educated cheaply, for we 
are not. 
We get just exactly what 
we pay for here, as elsewhere. 
If 
we place little value on education 
and pay poor salaries to those en­ 
gaged in that occupation, we will 
get poor service from the class of 
teachers our offers attract. 
This 
poor service, by wasting the time of 
pupils in more or less useless en­ 
deavor when they might be twice as 
profitably employed, will react on us 
as families and on us as communi­ 
ties. 
Our sons and daughters will 
come out of school half educated or 
improperly educated, with no vision 
of life and little training, and our 
business men who have put up with 
their inferior services— for they can 
obtain no other— will pay the price 
there th at they should have paid 
when these children were being edu­ 
cated. We cannot escape these facts. 
Let us give school work its propel 
value and pay teachers accordingly.

COLLEGE STATION, Sept. 17.— On the stroke of 8 o’­ 
clock this morning the doors of the A. and M. College of Texas 
were literally “thrown open” to a host of young 
men who , 
knocked there for admittance and asked for an opportunity to 
pursue the straits of higher learning. As the doors parted Reg­ 
istrar Charles E. Friley stood in the opening and in frank but 
prosaic manner began the routine of acceptance, rigidly requir­ 
ing the show of credentials and seriously and without show of 
sentimental interest in the rosy dreams of incipient scholars 
quizzing them about such cool, deliberate and material things 
as qualifications.

Soil 
that will make only ten bushels of 
corn per acre will in three years 
make seventy bushels per acre if a 
good crop of burr clover is plowed 
under each year.” 
Convinced that 
such leguminous crops plowed under 
will 
improve 
the productivity of 
Brazos county soils, the Bryan Cot­ 
ton Oil Company is lending substan­ 
tial co-operation to several farm ers 
who have agreed to try out crop ro­ 
tation. 
along 
with legumes, as a 
means of soil improvement. 
It is 
hoped that these Brazos county far 
mers undertaking these projects will 
have something worth while to re 
port to their fellow farm ers.

ADJOURNS AS MARK OF 
RESPECT MRS. BARRON 


(From Monday's Daily). 
The September term o { the dis­ 
trict court convened MSI* morning 
the grand jury empanneled and Mr. 
E. U. Peters 
named foreman. 
In 
charging the grand jury Judge VV. C. 
Davis, among other things, charged 
as follows: "I have no special charge 
to give you this morning. All of you 
have served on previous grand juries 
and now in a way what constitutes 
the violation of the penal laws of 
this State. 
However, the law makes 
it m andatory upon the court that 
you be charged in regard to certain 
m atters. 
Before doing so, I desire 
to call your attention to the oath 
you have just taken which embraces 
the full 
scope of your duties, the 
oath being as 
follows: ‘‘You, and 
each 
of you, 
solemnly swear that 
that you will diligently inquire in­ 
to, and true presentm ent make, of 
all such m atters and things as shall 
be given you in charge; the S tate’s 
counsel, your fellows’ and your own, 
you shall keep secret, unless requir­ 
ed to disclose the same in the course 
of a judicial proceeding in which the 
truth or falsity of evidence given in 
the grand jury room in a criminal 
case, shall be under investigation. 
Impartiality Urged. 
“ You shall present 
no 
person 
from envy, hatred or malice; neithei 
shall you leave any person unpre- 
sented for love, fear, favor, affec­ 
tion of hope of reward, but you shall 
present things truly as they come to 
your knowledge, 
according to the 
best of your understanding, so help 
you God.” 
You are instructed to 
investigate all infractions and viola­ 
tions of the law with reference to re­ 
bating by railroads; that is, discrim­ 
ination of reight rates so as to favor 
the large shippers. 
You will investi­ 
gate and see whether or not there 
have been uny violations of the pure 
food law. the purpose of this law be­ 
ing to protect the public from adul- 
turation in the sale of the commodi­ 
ties of life. 
“ The law makes it m andatory that 
we charge you with reference to the 
violation of the election law. 
The 
court is required under the statutes, 
to charge you to make 
diligent tn 
quiry as to the violation of the liq­ 
uor laws of the state. 
I wish to cat! 
you attention to this law. The whis­ 
key traffic has been outlawed by the 
National 
and 
State 
governments. 
It is not a question of whether a 
man is a prohibitionist or anti-pro­ 
hibitionist, the problem 
that 
con­ 
fronts us now is the respect for and 
obedience to this law. At this partic­ 
ular 
time some 
two thousand or 
more boys are sent to this county 
for the purpose of being trained and 
educated for the duties and repson- 
sibilities of life.

e first Adam, thd 
representative 
of the human race, the one we so 
often im itate in our disobedience of 
God’s command. 
There 
are 
two 
things I want to say about the call 
just here; it is individual, it is uni­ 
versal. 
God’s call is individual and 
I am praying for the Spirit of God 
to help you feel that the call is to 
you. 
God calls to each of us here 
tonight. The call is also universal, 
it is to all mankind. 
"I wish to speak 
here of three 
ways that God calls men. 
He calls 
by the conscience. 
The conscience 
is certainly God’s chief way of call­ 
ing men. 
"He calls by providence, that is, 
He takes advantage of some calami­ 
ty that causes us to stop and think 
of our great danger. 
"And then He calls by His word 
Do we believe His word? 
I feel sure 
we do. 
I do not see how we could 


read it and not believe it.

leave it unread, 
however,

not believe this is evidence that we 
do not believe. 
I believe that one 
cause for the Bible not being read 
move today is that the people do be­ 
lieve it and find so much in it that 
condemns them.
